lof a fourth wife under Chinese 


law was given by the fourth wife 
of a deceased Hongkong tailor jn 
ithe Supreme Court this morning.. 
The woman claims that to her‘care 
were handed two infant sons and 
that she is the fit and proper per- 
son to administer the estate. 

Tt is the claim of a brother of the 
deceased that the fourth wife had 
no claim to administer the estate, 
even though the other wives were 
dead and that'her application. for 
lletters of administration should 
not be granted. As. the next of

he is the natural ‘guardian of. the 
boys and the most fitting person 
to administer-the estate.’ 

The stepmother of the mother of 
the two sons in question gave

There was.a violent explosion on 


J the stage; caused by the bursting of 


bags cantaining gas used for the: 
melight, and audience’ and actors 
were thrown, Jnto great confusion. 

Those who knew. the cause of 

the explosion ‘shouted . Keep 

‘your seats,” and another mem 

ber of the audience stood up in 

the front of his box to. reassure 
he people. It was the Prince 
of Wales,"and as he was re- 
. cognised there was .a great 
: Cheer, “The peril passed. 
. DUSTY PRINCE. 

“The Prince,’ says Sir Johnston, 
(‘must then -have: immediately !eft 
his box, unattended.” I was'in’ my 
dressing-room at’ the. moment of 
the explosion,and Anson, who was 
dressing with me, cried! *‘ A bomb 
has. been thrown at the Prince f'” 

Sir Johnston, however,. knew of 
the cause and went to advise John 
Clayton, with whom he was play- 
ing. Under ‘the stage, in semi- 
darkness, he ound’ a solitary man 
in evening. dress. .« : 

» “It was. the. Prince: He ‘ was 
|covered with dust and hadi lost his 
way, having come behind! alone to 
find’ out what’ had’ caused the 
explosion, and! .was anxious to 
know if anyone had been. hurt. 

“Lexplained the nature of the 
explosion. and led him to: Clayton's 
dressing-room, -where. he was 
bfushed down, and after being 
the: returned to his. box.to. witness 
the fest of the: play.” 

It_is . sometimes. forgotten. 
|Sir Johnston, besides being a great 
actor, was & .portrait painter of 
mark, 

At his father’s house he met most 
of the giants of the Victorian era, 
and at the age of 12, jn the parental 
drawing-room, played “ Hamlet” 
before guests who included 
Rossetti, Ford Madox Brown, 
Alma ‘Tademna, William “Morris 


and Swinburne, who: was lying, 


on the: floor, close’ to the ‘floats; 
disconcerted. me somewhat by 
lowly chanting the Ines in :his 
melodious ‘voice in unison with 
mine.” : . 


GILBERT AND SUJ-LIVAN, 
.ForbessRobertson began — his 
stage career at 21, and he was 
taken up by Samuel Phelps who, 


like Irving, died in harness, mut-: 


tering lines from “ Hamlet" as he 
fell back dead.’ In his autobio- 
kraphy Sir Johnston tells these 
stories -of “the shadows of the
